Mr. Taft is thoroughly convinced that 
the tax will stand any test that may be 
applied to It Attorney General Wlck- 
ersham. a corporation lawyer of note, 
and Senator Root, collaborated on the 
corporation tax provision on the tariff 
bill and the measure as enacted, they 
believe, will survive any attempt to nul¬ 
lify it. 


Nashville. Tenn.. Aug. 18—Fast pas¬ 
senger train. No. 51, between St. Louis 
and Nashville, southbound, on the Lou¬ 
isville and Nashville railroad, was de¬ 
railed last night at Adams Station 
about 7 o’clock. The engine, four 
aches and one sleeper left the track 
7 and the tender overturned. Two men 
In the day coach were injured, but not 
fatally. 

Spreading rails uvere the cause of the 
wreck. When the engine left the track 
It remained upright, but the track was 
torn up for about 100 yards. The track 
has been repaired and the trains arc 
making their regular schedule.

over again.

GREAT DAMAGE DONE 
BY COLORADO FLOODS 


The Hawley trunk line will take a 
leading position Immediately upon its 
formation. The distance from Newport 
News to Cincinnati by the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Is 660 miles. From New York 
to Cincinnati the distance Is 757 miles 
by the Pennsylvania. 780 miles by tho 
Baltimore and Ohio, 873 miles by the 
Erie and 886 miles by the New York 
Central. The distance from Cincinnati 
to Chicago U 284 miles by the Chicago, 
Cincinnati nnd Louisville, as against 
300 miles by the Pennsylvania, B04 
miles by the Big Four and 308 miles by 
the Monon-Dayton route. The distance 
from Newport News to Chicago Is 949 
mllee by the Hawiey route, or about 
equal to the distance from New York 
to Chicago by the Pennsylvania’s Pan¬ 
handle route or from Philadelphia to 
Chicago by the Baltimore and Ohio, but 
considerably less than the distance 
from New York to Chicago by the Erie 
or by the New York Central lines. 

From this It will be seen that In re¬ 
spect to distance from the Middle West, 
the Great Lakes and the Nonhwest 
the odds are In favor of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio. All things else being equal, 
of oourse shippers will patronize the 
shortest line, but when In addition to 
affording the shortest line a railroad 
makes the lowest rates for freight It Is 
hound to secure the bulk of the ton¬ 
nage. The Chesapeake and Ohio’s rate* 
to Chicago are lower than those of any 
other railroad, and It is. therefore, safe 
to assume that much of the export traf¬ 
fic will be diverted from New York. 
Boston And Philadelphia to Newport 
News, and that this will lead to closer 
business relations between the South, 
the Middle West And the Northwest.

THE BOWLING GREEN MEETING 
PROMISES TO BE IMPORTANT. 


FORTY-FIVE MILES OF RAIL¬ 
ROAD TRACK IN ONE STRETCH 
WASHED AWAY. 


Denver. Colo.. Aug. 18.—Another 
cloudburst at Four Mile Creek, near 
Canon City, to-nlghi made more disas¬ 
trous the floods In the Arkansas River 
valley, which since early to-day threat¬ 
ened adjoining towns, washed out rail¬ 
road track* and tied up nmny trains 
carrying Eastern itourists. Denver and 
Rio Grande and Colorado Midland 
trains were blocked at many places and 
scores of tourists were reported delayed 
at Pueblo. Sallda, Grand Junction and 
other points. 

Denver and Rio Grande officials state 
that forty-five mile* of their track be¬ 
tween here and Sallda U washed out 
and that It will be at least a week be¬ 
fore traffic can be resumed. 

A few Rl»» Grande trains are oelng 
detoured by way of Alamosa, over both 
standard ana narrow-gauge roads. 


CINCINNATI MAYOR’S 

CLERK DIES SUDDENLY. 


Louis Schiffmacher Passes Away 
Quickly From Heart Trouble At 
White Villa, Ky. 


In anticipation of the acquisition of 
the Chicago. Cincinnati and Louisville 
and of the largely increased business 
which is expected to result from the 
opening of tho new trunk line, prepara¬ 
tion* have been made to broadly Im¬ 
prove the entire road Within the past 
two months heavy orders have been 
placed for new equipment and a thor¬ 
ough overhauling of the older locomo¬ 
tives nnd cars has heen undertaken. 

The rval work of betterment will be¬ 
gin after next month, when Frank 
Trumbull, the chairman of the execu¬ 
tive committee, returns from Europe. 
The Chesapeake Bay terminals will be 
Improved, also the terminals In Cin¬ 
cinnati and In Louisville, and adequate 
floating equipment will be provided for 
use both on Chesapeake Bay and on the 
Great Lake*. The Chicago. Cincinnati 
and Louisville will be gradually relaid 
with steel rails weighing 100 pounds to 
the yard, and the erulre line from New¬ 
port News to Chicago will he double- 
tracked and in every respect made to 
conform to modern trunk-line require¬ 
ments. 

• • • 

Extension To St. Louia. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio’s line to 
Louisville will be rclald with heavy 
steel rails nnd ultimately will be dou¬ 
ble-tracked and extended to St. Louis. 
The problem securing the extension 
to St Louis Is now being worked out. 

The delay in securing the Chicago. 
Cincinnati and Louisville, w r hlle It onlv 
whetted Hawley's desire to secure that 
road, led hltn to consider oth«*r means 
to effect a connection with his west¬ 
ern line*. Learning that Gould’* Inter¬ 
est in the Kansas City. Mexico and 
Orient railway had abated considerably 
since the construction of the Western 
Pacific was begun, Hawley acquired 
Gould's stock and increased his hold 


Canea, Island of Crete. Aug. 18.—A 
well-directed shot fired by one of the 
parties of bluejackets landed early this 
morning from the International squad¬ 
ron anchored In Canea harbor brought 
down the flagstaff of the Canea fort, 
and with It tho Greek flag, that has 
threatened to bring about war between 
Turkey and Greece. 

A combined landing party composed 
of detachments from the ships of the 
four protecting Powers was sent ashore 
before sunrise to-day, and the task 
of removing the Hellenic emblem was 
carried out In a few minutes without 
any attempt at Interference on the par’ 
of the Islanders. Most of the bluejack¬ 
ets then returned to their ships, but 
small detachments representing each 
of the four Powers were left behind In 
occupation of tho bastion of the fort¬ 
ress to prevent any attempt on the part 
of Cretans to raise another flag. 

Cretan gendarmes have been posted 
throughout Canea to maintain order. 

Four warships of the protecting 
Powers, Great Britain. Russia. Italy 
and France, assembled In Canea har¬ 
bor yesterday afternoon, their pres¬ 
ence being an outcome of the diffi¬ 
culty that has arisen between Greece 
and Turkey since the evacuation, and 
an indication of the purpose of the 
Powers to maintain the statu quo. 

Yesterday the foreign consuls at Ca¬ 
nea notified the Cretan Government 
that the Greek flag would be hauled 
down this morning and they warned 
the Government that Irreparable con¬ 
sequences would follow any attack 
made on tne International landing par¬ 
ty. On receipt of this warning the Cre¬ 
tan authorities issued an appeal to the 
people not to obstruct in any way the 
action of the Powers. 

The action of this morning means 
that the protecting Powers have re¬ 
turned to the Island, and the situation 
Is again much as It was before July 27. 

NAME-PLATES ON 
COFFINS EXCHANGED 


JOHN SMITH S WIFE DISCOVERS 
SHE IS NOT BURYING THE 
BODY OF HUSBAND. 


Owensboro, Ky„ Aug. 18.—(Special.) 
—A few days ago John A. Smith and 
Alcmzo Wells, resident* of Fordsville. 
near hero, w’ere killed In a sawmill ac¬ 
cident In Tennessee.

Counsel for Mrs. Sutton Intimated, 
however, after the court's deals Ion had 
become definitely known. * that they 
were far from satisfied with the ver¬ 
dict, and that they probably would 
take the Issues Involved to Congress 
with a view of having a full hearing of 

the case by a committee of that body. 

• • • 

Mrs. Sutton Refuses To Talk. 

Mrs. Sutton declined to dlscuaa the 
result of tho Inquiry which she sought 
in an effort to clear her boy's name 
from the stigma oi suicide. Acting 
Secretary Wlnthrop tald he had dis¬ 
solved the court of inquiry and had 
given directions that copies of the find¬ 
ing* of the court and its conclusions, 
together with his observations there¬ 
on, be sent to Henry EL Davis, the at¬ 
torney for Mrs. Sutton, and to Arthur 
A. Birney, Lieut. Adams' attorney. 

Too much time has elapsed since the 
Incident, in the opinion of tho navy 
official j to undertake toy proceedings 
against the persons whose conduct In 
the case has beon madj the suoje^t rf 
criticism by the court They, how¬ 
ever, will be made acquainted In an 
official but informal way of these crit¬ 
icisms, which will both serve the pur¬ 
pose of an admonition to them and of 
presenting to them the view taken by 

the department of their conduct.

The Verdict 

Lieut Sutton Is directly and solely re¬ 
sponsible for his own death, which was 
•♦.♦If-In flic ted, either Intentionally or In an 
effort to shoot one of the persons restrain¬ 
ing him. and his death was not caused 
$iy any other Injury whatever. 

The court also finds: 

That LleUL Utley failed In bis duty as 
senior officer present, under Article 186, 
United States navy regulations. 1909. in 
img LIcul Sutton to run away and 
iinn Idmself, instead of calling on those 

S r**<?nt for assistance and following Llout, 
utton. preventing his arming himself, by 
force If necessary, and turning him ovur 
to tho custody of the officer or the day. 

That Lieut. Bevan, officer of the guard, 
failed In his duty as officer of tho guard 
In not disarming Lieut Sutton by force 
while in front or his (Sutton's) tent. 

That Lieut. Willing, the officor of the 
day. failed In his duty as officer of the 
day In not immediately assisting by force 
In helping to disarm Lieut. Sutton when 
he arrived on the scene before the fatal 
shot was fired. 

• • • 

Charges Partly Imaginary. 


That the charges of willful murder and 
• ;rocy to conceal It, mads by the 
complainant, Mrs. Sutton, mother of 
Lieut. Button, are purely Imaginary and 
unsupported by even a shadow of evi¬ 
dence of truth or reason. 

Tho court recommends, however, that, 
in view of the youth and decided inexpe¬ 
rience of Lleuts. Utley, Willing and Be- 
van at the time, and of the altogether 
unusual conditions of excitement, threats 
and danger during the aforementioned 
fray, that no further proceedings be 
taken. 

The report Is signed by J. Hood, 
commander U. 8. N n president of the 
board, and Henry Leonard. Major 
United States Marine Corps, Judge 
Advocate.

Minority Report. 

Commander Hood also filed a minor¬ 
ity report In which he says that he 
concurs In the majority report and In 
addition he ts of opinion that Lleuts. 
Utley, Adams, Osterman. Willing and 
Bevun showed a deplorable luck of 
knowledge of their duties and obliga¬ 
tions as officer* holding commissions 
in the Marine Corps, and the testi¬ 
mony concerning the whole deplorable 
affair Indicates a state of discipline 
then existing In the Marine School of 
Application discreditable to the serv¬ 
ice, and argues strongly against the 
practice of commissioning and putting 
Into positions of responsibility young 
men without proper previous train¬ 
ing. 

He Is also of the opinion that Lleuts. 
Willing, Bevan and Utley should have 
been brought to trial at the time for 
neglect of duty and Lleuts. Adams and 
Osterman should have received milder 
punishments for engaging In a brawl 
unbecoming officers and gentlemen; 
and he concurs In the recommendation 
that no further proceedings be taken 
at this time only because of their youth 
and Inexpelence at that time, and 
because of their being, In a sense, the 
victims of a system for which they 
themselves were not responsible.

Go Valuable Gambling De¬ 
vices At Paoli, Ind. 


TAKEN FROM WEST BADEN AND 
FRENCH LICK SPRINQ6. 


WERE GATHERED IN RAID 
OVER THREE YEARS AGO. 


STATES SETS THE MATCH. COAL PRODUCTION FIGURES. 


■ P&oll, Ind. Aug. 18.—The State of 
Indiana to-day celebrated a victory 
over the gamblers of "the valley" with 
a costly bonfiy). The fuel was com¬ 
posed of the gambling devices seized 
by tho State In the raid on the West 
Baden and French Lick casinos In 
July, 1906. 

Many cases were filed against the at¬ 
taches of these casinos, and these cases 
were continued from time to time In 
the Justice courts of Orange county. 
Nothing definite was done until yester¬ 
day. when Edward H. White, Assistant 
Attorney General, met the attorneys 
for the defendants In Justice Wooner’s 
court, at Orleans, where a plea of guilty 
was entered In two cases and a fine 
of $25 was assessed b>\ the Justlco In 
each case, which carried with It the 
demolition of the gambling devices, es¬ 
timated to be worth nearly $10,000. 

• • • 

Costly Devices Demolished. 


The devices had been stored here 
since their seizure In 1906, and had 
been under the care of the Sheriff. 
The order for the destruction was not 
received until late last evening, and 
It was not until about foldnlght that 
tho Sheriff and his deputies, with As¬ 
sistant Attorney General White, en¬ 
tered the place where the devices were 
stored and began their destruction with 
axes and sledges, piling the broken 
fragments into a heap preparatory to 
applying the torch. 

The officers wielded axes on the 
massive mahogany devices that had 
cost the original owner hundreds of 
dollars, and the destruction of the val¬ 
uable woodwork was soon completed. 
The demolition was witnessed by a 
large number of people who had heard 
of tho order of the court. A circus 
which exhibited here yesterday fur¬ 
nished port of ths crowd. Fire was set 
to the heag) to-day and many people 
stood and watched the broken devices 
burn.

Defendants Pleaded Guilty. 


Money To Be Used To Retire Consoli¬ 
dated Mortgage Bonds. 

Cincinnati, O.. Aug. 18.—Pursuant to 
the reorganisation of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Day tap Railroad Com¬ 
pany, a first mortgage on the road tor 
$76,000,000 was filed to-day by the 
Bankers* Trust Company, of New York 
City. The money will be used to ret 
tire all bonds issued under what ts 
known as the consolidated mortgage, 
filed In 'January, 1905. 

There will be turned over to the 
board of directors $7,600,000 to adjust 
present Indebtedness; $2,000,000 as a 
working capital; $6,000,000 for con¬ 
struction work; $23,731,000 for Improve¬ 
ments, and $23,779,000 for the payment 
of the consolidated mortgage bonds. 
All of the now bonds will be dated July 
1, can be redeemed within fifty years 
and will bear 4 per court Interest, 

A second mortgage of $20,000,000 was 
also filed by the Central Trust Com¬ 
pany of New York, the' money to be 
used to pay all other Indebtedness. The 
second mortgage bonds are guaranteed 
by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company. 

Harmon Retires As Receiver. 

Columbus. Ohio. Aug. 18.—After fill¬ 
ing the position for four years. Gov, 
Harmon will retire at midnight Thurs¬ 
day night aa receiver of the Cincin¬ 
nati. Hamilton and Dayton railroad. 
The road will be taken over by the 
company, which hai6 been reorganised 
and is now on a sound financial foot¬ 
ing. 

Gov. Harmon left for Cincinnati 
to-night to meet tho new owners of 
the road and make final disposition of 
his work as receiver. Oov. Harmon 
stated to-day that, while he was glad 
to be relieved of the responsibility of 
managing the affairs of the company, 
he was loath to sever tho tie* be¬ 
tween himself and the employes, whloh 
have been mp»l pleasant.

WARM CONTEST 


Promised For the Ohio Seat' 
In Senate. 


SENATOR DICK ANNOUNCES HE 
IS A CANDIDATE. 


DOLLIVER BROUGHT TO FRONT 
BY CONSERVATION QUESTION. 


The destruction of the gambling de¬ 
vices followed a compromise effected 
at Orleans In the suits brought against 
Edgar Derry and George Charles, ar¬ 
rested at the time of Oov. Hanly*s 
raids on the French Lick and West 
Baden gambling houses. Both Derry 
and Charles pleaded guilty to charges 
of maintaining gambling room*. 

The chief question at Issue, however, 
and one which has caueod the suits 
to hang fire for three years, was the 
disposal of the gambling devices, esti¬ 
mated to be worth $10,000, which were 
seised In the gambling raids. Former 
Oov. Hanly’s agents In the raids seized 
every movable piece of furniture found 
in the rooms at the time of the raids 
and assumed control of it, except the 
roulette wheel*, which the raiders were 
never able to find—all but one wheel, 
which was stolen from the raiders 
when an official s back was turned, 
and which was never found- The fur¬ 
niture consisted of thirty-four slot 
machines, ten roulette tables, faro and 
kIon dike layouts, hleronymou* sets, 
etc, 

• m e 

Terms of Compromise. 

In order to bring the cases to an end 
the Attorney General consented to re¬ 
ceive pleas of guilty from Derry and 
Charles and to permit them to retain 
such furniture os was not gambling 
furniture, or such furniture as was 
not manufactured, purchased and used 
for gambling purposes. This agree¬ 
ment enabled the defendants to retain 
a large number of chairs, tables, desks, 
stands, etc., which were used In the 
gambling rooms, but which were not 
gambling device*. 

The original number of affidavits In 
the action by Che State was fifty-nine. 
Of this number more than forty were 
against Derry and Charles. The re¬ 
mainder were against porters, clerks 
nd various employes about the ciub- 
duses. The State consented to dis¬ 
miss the affidavits against the latter 
class of offenders, and sundry "sports" 
who have been under bonds for three 
years are to-day walking about as If a 
great load had been lifted from their 
Shoulders.

Blaze of Gambling Device*. 


Since the raids on tb* gambling 
houses tho gnmlng devices have been 
stored In Pool!, and immediately after 
the court finding the States Attorney 
and the recent defendants came to the 
seat of clnange county and separated 
the gambling devices from the furni¬ 
ture which the former ganatkeepers 
were to he allowed to keep, amt prepa¬ 
rations were made for a bonfire which 
the State has been anxious lor three 
years to kindle. A* the match was ap¬ 
plied. and thousands of dollars of cost¬ 
ly gambling devices went up In smoke, 
or settled down to a takas of twisted 
Iron, there was solved one of the most 
vexed problems that has confronted In¬ 
diana In a decade.

CHEER PINCHOT AND 
ROOSEVELT POLICIES 


EXCHANGE OF COMPLIMENTS. 


Denver, Col., Aug. 18.—Gifford Pin- 
chot. Chief Forester of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, and 
Thomas F. Walsh, millionaire mine 
owner, exchanged bon mots to-day be¬ 
fore the great trans-Mississippi Con¬ 
gress. As a concluding note In the 
harmony of tho session the delegates 
loudly cheered Mr. Pinohot's address. 

The so-called "enemies of Plnchot- 
Ism M said they were satisfied with tho 
conservation Ideas of the speakor and 
joined in the cheering as lustily as did 
the adherents of the Chief Forester. 

Air. Walsh, in presenting Mr. Pln- 
chot, referred to the latter as a pa¬ 
triotic young American, who, rich la 
his own right Is devoting himself to 
the service of his country, and whose 
mistakes, if there are any, are those 
of the head and not the heart 

In return Mr. Plnchot spoke of the 
mine magnate as a "soldier of the com¬ 
mon good" and wished for more of hla 
kind. In thla mood the congress lis¬ 
tened with evident satisfaction. 

Based on the "Roosevelt policies," Mr. 
Plnchot’* address dwelt bn conserva¬ 
tion as a practical business policy. He 
said that the loss or Injury of one 
great staple will not only Injure that 
particular business, but will strike at 
the heart o%many allied Interests. 

"That the national duty lies in the 
direction of conservation there Is no 
doubt." said Mr. Plnchot. "I can con¬ 
ceive of no higher plane of duty than 
that we conserve our waste resources 
along the line* of the Roosevelt poli¬ 
cies, and to the policies I am commit¬ 
ted." 

The allusion to Roosevelt gained a 
round of applause for the former Pres¬ 
ident 

"it Is folly for us to say there is 
land In plenty and forests In plenty 
when we know that our forests are be¬ 
ing depleted far more swiftly than It Is 
possible for us to reforest. We have 
forests In plenty for the present gen¬ 
eration, and perhaps for the next, but 
in the years to come there will be fam¬ 
ine a-plenty If we do not at this time 
take the stitch In time. 

"Conservation on the line* laid down 
by Roosevelt will not only keep our 
present forests, but will give us lum¬ 
ber when we need it most." 

Mr. Plnchot urged reclamation and 
protnisod the nld of the Government In 
every meritorious enterprise looking 
toward conservation. 

John W. Noble, former Secretary of 
the Interior, also spoke on conservation. 

There was no session of the congress 
t)ils afternoon, owing to the general 
acceptance of an Invitation by Mr. 
Walsh, president of the congress, to 
a reception in their honor at Woolhurst, 
the home of Mr. Walsh.

SAFEBL0WER MORTALLY 
WOUNDED BY HOTEL CLERK. 


Paducah, Ky., Aug. 18.—(Special.)— 
Filled with remorse becaus* of his de¬ 
lusion that he bad killed. In the heat 
of passion, an Innocent passerby. Dr. 
H. W. Keidel, a prominent dentist of 
Murray, Calloway county, turned his 
revolver upon himself and blew hla 
brains out to-day. 

The tragedy whs the result of a co¬ 
incidence. Df. Keidel had complained 
lately that he had been annoyed a 
great deal by boys who rang his night 
bell and otherwise disturbed him, and 
late Tuesday night, when a crowd of 
youpg men parsed his office he was un¬ 
der the Impression that they were the 
bothersome crowd of boys at their old 
tricks again. Getting his revolver he 
ran to tho door and fired Into the 
crowd, aiming at the ground and In¬ 
tending to scare the crowd father than 
wound anyone. The bullet took effect 
In tho foot of E. E. Acree, a prominent 
young attorney, whose cry or pain led 
Dr. Keidel to believe he had commit¬ 
ted murder. 

Dr. 'Keidel hesitated but a moment 
and. not knowing the comparatively 
small injury that ho had wrought, 
turned the weapon on himself, placing 
the barrel of the revolver against hts 
temple and pulling the trigger. He 
died Instantly. 

Dr. Keidel was a native of Freder¬ 
icksburg. Tex., and went to Murray 
from Paducah twenty years ago and 
opened a dental parlor. He was suc¬ 
cessful In establishing a lucrative prac¬ 
tice and soon bulk up the best prac¬ 
tice in the city. Two or three years 
ago. however, his health failed him. 
Gradually his practice fell off and he 
became a victim to many delusions. 
Often ho would ring up the polloe de¬ 
partment and complain that someone 
was trying to kill him, and someone 
trying to break Into his house, or boys 
were disturbing him. The police al¬ 
ways fulled to find the Imaginary dis¬ 
turber. For the past few months he 
had been a nervous wreck and his prac¬ 
tice had practically deserted him. This 
had the effect of adding to his mental 
delusions and he was avoided becauss 
of hts alleged unbalanced mental con- 
dltlon tt 

Lately he had been practically left 
alone by citizen* who regarded him as 
dangerous. His condition had never 
showed Itself except to those who know 
him well, however, and he was looked 
upon as harmless by officials. 

He was without relatives In Paducah 
or Murray and his Texas relatives have 
been communicated with. The body is 
at a local undertaking establishment, 
where it will be held for Instructions 
regarding Its burial. Mr. Acree's wound 
Is not serious, though a very painful 
one, and he rested easily after It had 
been dressed. _ _

Frankfort. Ky.. Aug. 18.—(Special.)— 
The Kentucky State Fair will have 
plenty of sheep from other States for 
exhibition next month. In spite of the 
quarantine which has been established 
by the National Government against 
•heep on account of the prevalence of 
scabies. M. C. Rankin, Commissioner 
of Agriculture, this afternoon received* 
the following telegf*m from A. D. 
Melvin, chief of the Animal Uureau 
of the Department of Agriculture: 

''Regulations will be amended permit¬ 
ting shipment from Kentucky of sheep 
which have been shipped from other 
States to Louisville fair for exhibition/* 

This Is regarded here a* a great vic¬ 
tory for the State and iiivans that the 
quarantine will not interfere with the 
State Fair at Louisville In any way. 
Had the quarantine remained effective 
as at first Imposed sheep shipped to 
Louisville for exhibition at the State 
Fair could not have been shipped out 
Of the State except for sluu/hter. 

Modification of the ruling against 
Kentucky sheep was secured by Mr. 
Rankin and Dr. Ben L. Bruner, Sec¬ 
retary of State. They went to Wash¬ 
ington and asked that. If tho quaran¬ 
tine could not be lifted, it at least be 
so modified as to permit the shipment 
of sheep to the State Fair. The head 
of the bureau was not In Washington 
and no one cffuld be found there who 
would have authority :o act. but those 
who heard what the Kentuckians had 
f» say promised to recommend to Mr. 
Melvin that the quarantine be modified 
as requested. The notification to-dap 
from Mr. Melvin that the modification 
had been officially sanctioned Is hailed 
as a great victory by Mr. Rankin and 
those Interested In the State Fair.

Big School Per Capita. 


Jefferson county will have the larg¬ 
est school per capita which that coun¬ 
ty has ever had this year. The amount 
allowed for each school child will be 
14.05, which is 5 cents larger than 
the amount fixed as the per capita 
for the State. Large Interest on bonds, 
no deficiency In pupils and large dog 
tax go to make the per capita In Jef¬ 
ferson county larger than in most of 
the other counties In the State. Prof. 
J. Q. Crabbe. State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, to-day completed 
the work of figuring up tho atnount 
of money that will go to many of the 
countW In the State under the school 
appropriation. The list has not been 
»completed, only a few of the largest 
counties being listed. In some c -unties 
the per capita will be less than $4. 
which was fixed as the per capita for 
the State, and In some counties, nota¬ 
bly Jefferson, the per capita will be 
over $4 

The census shows a total number of 
children in Jefferson county of 9,826. 
and 66.591 In tho city of Louisville, 
The amount due for the schools of 
the whole county Is $307,812.22. the sum 
uf 1:89,603.55 going to the city schools 
and 837 818.67 going *o the county 
schools. The interest on the school 
bonds amounts to $115.28 this year, 
with a remainder of $744.14 from last 
year. The dog tax accruing to the 
school fund Is $734.80. There an* only 
sixty-five “false" pupils reported, 
which help# out in tho per capita* 
showing 

The Payette county per capita 
climbs up to $4 15, due to tb calcu¬ 
lation of only eight “false" pupils In 
the districts. The census shows a 
school population In tho county of 4.- 
287 and in the city of Lexington of 9.- 
472. The total amount accruing to 
the schools of the county U $C5.236.50. 
of which $39,308.80 goes to •:.* city 
schools and $15,927.80 to the county 
schools. The Interest on Fayette's 
school bon**: is $164.95. with a remain¬ 
der of $47.84, and there Is no dog tax 
for tho school fund.

The 
Eastern Kentucky field, so long 
os hctlvity In drilling continued, was 
constantly being extended. There are 
oil Indications In several counties of 
Western Kentucky where tests, if made 
at all, have not been of *u flic lent thor 
oughness to be convincing. At present 
there Is Uttlo Incentive td efforts at 
development. Operations In proven lo¬ 
calities are at a low ebb and the market 
appears to be suffering from overpru 
duetton. That being true no groat ac 
tlvlty can be expected until present 
supplies are diminished or until there 
Is^an increasing demand which will 
keep pace with an increasing produc¬ 
tion. As the tide of prosperity *•** 
higher this Increasing demand will 
come and with It renewed activity In 
the Kentucky fields. 

When this activity comes we are 
likely to see material extensions of the 
existing fields and the development of 
new onee to an extent that will give 
Kentucky a higher place in the high 
grade territory than she has occupied 
heretofore. 

The People Versus the Plunderers. 

The Washington correspondent of 
the Philadelphia North American says 
that the controversy with regard to 
tho action of Mr. Ballinger. Secretary 
of the Interior. In relation to the 
alleged "water power grab.** calls at¬ 
tention to tho chief problems that con¬ 
front President Taft and the American 
people. He sums up those problems as 
follows: 

"Shall there be real conservation of the 
nation's resource*, or only a prt landed 
effort to carry out a great policy, witp 
the land. Umber, mineral and water¬ 
power companies left free to t*ke whai 
they want and to combine? 

"Shall there b© a revision of the bank¬ 
ing and currency system* su aa U* gWt 
the great financial eembinaUon* more ab¬ 
solute control of the money supply, ond 
thoreforo of the business of the notion, 
than they now enjoy t 

Shall there be a revision of tits laws 
regulating great Interstate corporation* 
in the Interest of the corporations or In 
the Interest of tho public? 

"Shall there be an enforcement of the 
laws, so tijat no disturbance to busi¬ 
ness of any hind. regardless of Us legal¬ 
ity. shall result y 

"Enormous pressure',*' continues the 
correspondent, will be brought to bear 
to settle each of these questions unfa¬ 
vorably to the American people and 
in favor of tho email class hat would 
benefit by the absorption of rights and 
the control and exploitation of re¬ 
sources which should be reserved to 
the < mntry. 

President Taft entered upon hi* of¬ 
ficial duties under a pledge to carry out 
the policies of hla predecessor.

If not incendiary, methoda It 
was felt by many sympathisers with 
the Roosevelt alms who wore not ad¬ 
mirers of the Rooseveklan mothods, 
ihat a man equally militant—a student 
of problems rather than ^ leader of 
charges—might accomplish mere than 
President Roosevelt hafl done, and at 
the same time create loss public un- 
caolnoss. Whether or not William H. 
Taft was the man to lessen friction 
without beating a retreat before the 
forces of corruption lit business cir¬ 
cles, and resultant corruption poli¬ 
tics, was the question that the disin¬ 
terested voter asked himself. The priv¬ 
ileged class disliked PrMldem Roose¬ 
velt, not for the mistakes he made, but 
because he was not a thoroughgoing 
friend of special privilege. He fought 
corporations In tho oourts. although 
he did not fight them with tariff leg¬ 
islation. The "interests** were solidly 
for Taft before *hc nomination was 
made. This argued a belief upon their 
part that a Taft administration would 
be the typo of “safe and sane" admin¬ 
istration desired by them.

dent Toffs term, reaching high tide, 
perhaps, in the nomination of Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt, our leading agitator. 
In 1912. The outcome of the revision 
of the tariff by Its friends Is distinct¬ 
ly disappointing to Republicans and 
Democrats whose angle of vision Is 
sufficiently wide for them \ lew the 
issue in Its entirety.

It is now asserted that ihe Roose¬ 
velt conservation policy, to which a 
blew was delivered by Congress dur¬ 
ing Its last regular session, possibly 
a 8 a slap at Roosevelt, but possibly 
for reasons more practical and m«»rv 
reprehensible—is to be smashed under 
President Taft. 

Mr. Aldrich, the bays of the con¬ 
queror adorning his brow as a result 
of the enactment of the so-called 
Payne law, is now reported to be look¬ 
ing forward with confidence to making 
banking and currency laws favorable 
to financial combinations, and Mr. 
Cannon and Mr. Aldrich are said t<^ 
regard as hopeful the prospect of re¬ 
making the statutes for the corpora¬ 
tions so as to regulate the people.

proved Inept. He shook the rafters 
rather than the foundations of corrup¬ 
tion. He did* battle with certain cor¬ 
porations guilty of infractions of Laws, 
but refused to demand tho amendment 
of a tariff law that provided the trusts 
with the means of skinning the con¬ 
sumer. Rut hu did advocate, vigor¬ 
ously, a conservation programme 
against which mu* was said save by 
Interests It estopped from "grabs.“ 

The Washington letter above quoted 
contains this paragraph 

"The defiant disregard of Senator Aid- 
rich and hi* solid phalanx of Republican 
Senators fur the platform and campaign 
promotes of ihe party woo partly for the 
purpose of demonstrating to the country 
and the 1 'resident that those now In con¬ 
trol have no Intention of adhering In the 
•lightest degree to the Rboaevelr policies. 

"Reactionary work so well started, and 
being carried slung bv every active mem¬ 
ber of Mr. Taft's Cabinet, Is to continue 
until Roooeveltism has been entirely over, 
coin#. Only one man In the country Is 
la a position to check this reactionary 
campaign. He l* President Taft. He still 
declares his adherence to the Roosevelt 
doetrlnea. but he has given no Intimation 
of any Intention to Interfere with what la 
going on. Notwithstanding, thero t* a 
chance **» explosion may come to 
dampen ths enthusiasm of those w*bo are 
to benefit most from ths programme of 
the reactionary leaders." 

The “explosion" came during the tar¬ 
iff session, and the most was made 
of It by the protectionist prtvss. *But 
It proved a par*-flash Insofar a* the 
genera) character of the measure then 
pending was affected. 

The popularity of the Roosevelt pol¬ 
icy of conserving natural resources and 
regulating corporations w f a» such that 
If the present administration lets It¬ 
self In for responsibility for reversing 
It will have, in addition to Its bur¬ 
den of responsibility for a disappoint¬ 
ing and unpopular tariff 09 ;. qpRe a, 
good degj ijr which to answer. Much 
if what was good in the Roosevelt 
policies was a reflection of the spirit 
of the times by a politician rather than 
merely the policy of one man And 
the spirit of the American people is 
opposed to any “backsliding" upon the 
part of the present administration. The 
Payne law represent* about as much 
special privilege making as will be 
tamely suffered—If not k little more. 

President Taft's friends—and he bus 
many In both parties—will continue to 
hope that In avoiding Imitation of his 
predecessor, which Is pardonable, and 
even worthy of commendation, he wlU 
not allow himself to drift into sym¬ 
pathy with the policies advocated by 
Mr. Aldrich and Mr. Cannon or into ac¬ 
quiescence with the schemes of those 
Mr. Cannon and Mr. Aldrich are fond 
of fostering with class legislation.

Maraule-'s Theater was filled to 
overflowing last night by persons who 
desired to hear Booker T. Washington, 
leader of his race, deliver his annual 
message to hla people. Others who 
made speeches are F. C. Nunemncher. 
president of the Louisville Board of 
Trade, and Dr. W. H. Ballurd. of Lex¬ 
ington. William H. Steward, of Lou¬ 
isville, editor of the American Baptist, 
a colored religious paper published 
here. Introduced Booker Washington. 
Follow lug Dr. Washington's speech Dr. 
E: C. Morris, of Helena. Ark., moved 
that the rules be suspended and that 
Booker T. Washington be elected presi¬ 
dent of the National Negro League for 
another year. The motion wus adopted 
and the election of Dr. Washington was 
unanimous. 

Many white persons were among the 
audience. Dr. Washington made one 
of the most forceful speeches of his 
career. He reviewed the marvelous 
progress made by the people of his 
race since their emancipation and 
called attention to the fact that another 
four years will mark the fiftieth anni¬ 
versary of the date on which the negro 
was set free. Ho suggested that the 
people of the colored race should cele¬ 
brate the occasion by giving a mam¬ 
moth fair, or exposition, setting forth 
In detail the progress that has been 
made. The address of Dr. Washing¬ 
ton. In full, follows:

Booker Washington's Address. 


In coming together again for another 
annual meeting of the National Negro 
Business League, we have some reasons 
to congratulate ourselves upon the suc¬ 
cess of this organization, when w*e had 
our drat meeting a few year* ago there 
was comparatively little Interest among 
our people In business, commercial und 
industrial enterprises This organisation 
has grown during these years to the point 
where hundreds of our best men and 
women now come together representing 
all parts of the country for these annual 
meetings. We have at least 500 local negro 
business leagues scatter*^ throughout tne 
oountry. 

When we begun work there were n few 
drug stores owned and controlled by black 
people. Now we have nearly 'JUO. A few 
years ago there were only About a half 
dozen negro banka In the country, now 
there ore forty-seven. Dry goods stores, 
grocery stores and Industrial enterprises 
to the number of over 10.000 have sprung 
up in all parts of the country. 

• ♦ s 

Rapid Strides Forward. 


A little more than forty years ago. when 
the negro was made free, he had almost 
no acres of land. Now he has an acreage 
nearly aa large us New England. Then 
he had almost no homes; now he has 400,. 
U00 homes. Then he bad few farms; now 
he has 200,000 farms. Then he had no In¬ 
surance .'ompanlc*. now he haa eighty- 
five. Then he hod no undertakers; now 
he haa Several thousand. When the Amer¬ 
ican negro was made free about 8 per 
cent, could read and write, now 57 per 
cent, cun both read and write. Then lie 
had few churches; now he has 26,uuQ 
churches. Our work is not yet done. Tht 
years that are to come are to bring us. In 
my opinion, even a larger degree of suc¬ 
cess and cncouragemenL 
The greater part of this progreas has 
taken place hen* In our Southern Stales, 
right In the midst of the people who once 
owned our bodies. Here, let ro« add, this 
growth could not have taken place unless 
we had in each one of these Southern 
communities not a few white men who 
have believed in us and stood by us and 
stimulated and encouraged us. The negro 
who lives In the South, aa well as the one 
who lives In the North, should learn to 
love his home snd the community In 
which he lives, and take as much inter¬ 
est in promoting Us welfare as any other 
citizen. 

* * # 

Ahead of Negroes Elsewhere. 


A few days ago. In conversation with 
a gentleman who haa traveled widely in 
Africa and In other parts of the world, 
including the United States. h»* remarked 
to me that the negro In America was at 
least one hundred years ahead of the 
negro anywhere else In the world. We, 
ourselves, aa well aa our neighbors, do not 
always appreciate the growth that ks go¬ 
ing on among us day by day, so gradual 
la It. Races, too often, like Individuals, 
yield to the temptation of noting their 
troubles and disadvantages and overlook¬ 
ing their successes and their opportuni¬ 
ties. 

In an Increasing degree we must be 
on optimistic race. There is no hope for 
n despairing individual or a despairing 
race 

Since our last annual meeting I have 
traveled through tho States of Missis¬ 
sippi, South Carolina and oortlona of 
Virginia aiwl W?st Virginia for the pur- 

S nee of seeing tor myself the actual con- 
Ition of our race. Everywhere 1 noted 
progress—marvelous progress In many 
cases. Much of this progress Is due to 
the stimulus and guidance furnished by 
the National Negro Business League. 

• * * 

Organization Has Succeeded. 


This organisation haa succeeded and 
will succeed because it has a constructive 
programme and not a destructive one. 
A constructive programme Is the only one 
that will hold men together and make 
work for the common cause. In the 
Southern States which I visited I found 
a cohos I ven cni and oneness of purpose 
which was most inspiring 

Before we became a free people there 
were those who freely predicted that 
the negro race would disappar because, it 
was said, in a state of freedom, the race 
could neither shelter, clothe nor feed 
itself. For more then forty years w»» have 
been free, and except in the case of 
local or special calamities, we have never 
yet ca *ed upon the Nation for a dollar 
with which to either shelter, clothe or 
feed ua. To have achieved this result Is 
glory within Itself But. as l have al¬ 
ready indicated, wc have gone further. 
If we have done this within the last forty 
years In the midst of all the vexing and 
trying problems with which we have boon 
surrounded, what may w® not achlev® 
within the next forty years? But w® 
must remetnber that. In the South espe¬ 
cially. hitherto we have had a pretty 
free field, but In the future we must pre¬ 
pare for competition—competition In th« 
field, in the shop. In the store, in the 
kitchen. 

• • • 

How To Meet Competition. 


This competition must be met not by 
sentiment nor by appeal to race prejudice, 
but by superior service, by superior use¬ 
ful m»B*. If we can do this w> will hold 
all that we have and gain more. In our 
Southern country no man who can do 
what the community wants done need 
seek employment in vain On the other 
hand, employment will seek htm. 

I have just remarked that the negro has 
friends In our Southern country who mean 
to stand by him. And here let me add 
that w*o should stand by them. Th.s Is 
no Idle assertion. In so far as the negro 
race in America Is concerned. If you ask 
me to state what, in my opinion, has been 
the m.wit Important event within recent 
years. I would state that it has not been 
In the election of a good and Just man as 
President of the United States, aa Import¬ 
ant as that Is. but it Ivae been the fact 
that In one of the Southern States when 
the question was raised on one of the 
Southern railroads as to whether the ne¬ 
gro fireman was to have a fair chance to 
earn his da'ly bread. Oval white men. not 
from Massachusetts or New York, but 
white nv*n who live In Georgia and Ala- 
*lmma. derided that the mnu with black 
skin should have equal pay with the man 
of white skin—decided. In a word, that the

negro should have without question 
chance for nJl time in the Southland 
earn his daily bread. 

• • • 

Mutt Back Up DecUlon. 


It remains, then, for us as a race to 
back up ihw decision, not by Idle word*, 
but by the daily service which we render 
In evory community where the negro re¬ 
sides I put the question, then, to you, 
the successful representatives of our race 
In nearly every pari of the United States. 
Will you see to it that this Is done when 
you return to your homes? 

Four years from now. or In 1918. the 
negro will have been free In America fifty 
years It to proper, it seems to me. for 
this organization to initiate and carry 
forward a movement which has already 
been suggested by todl\(duals, to hold 
somewhere in the country an exhibition 
for the celebration of this event. |f such 
an exposition is gprolected It should be 
carefully and well planned for. it should 
be in the hands of able and successful 
Individual*, and should be so organized 
and conducted as to indicate, by tangible 
and visible means the tremendous growth 
t.tts taken place In the material, edu¬ 
cational. moral and religious life of the 
negTo during the half century of his free¬ 
dom. I strongly urge that the executive 
committee of inis organization, or some 
proper body connected with It. rake under 
serious consideration the wisdom of ar¬ 
ranging for such an exposition. 

• • • 

Lend a Helping Hand. 


Among the important event! of the 

F ast twelve months. I cannot refrain 
rom calling attention to the fact that 
our race in America haa been ratted upon 
to lend a helping hand to our brothers 
in Liberia. Africa. We .an further con¬ 
gratulate ourselves that this call has 
been responded to favorably, and that 
the secretary and mainstay or this organi¬ 
zation, Emmett J Scott, was appointed 
as the negro member of the commission 
to make the trip to Liberia, and carry 
the good will and helping hand of this 
Government to our brethren on the West 
Coast of Africa. He has performed that 
delicate and difficult task, as the future 
will show, with wisdom, courage and 
patience, and has thus rrflecUd credit 
upon our organization, upon our race, and 
our nation. 

In our haste and ambition to grow In 
material and commercial directions, we 
must not overlook some of the more 
fundamental things In life No matter 
how many dollars un Individual or organi¬ 
zation may accumulate, no matter how 
many, business enterprises he may be re¬ 
sponsible for, failure and not success will 
be the result in each case unless we take 
along with material prosperity the under¬ 
lying principles of high moral righteous 
living, both as individuals and os organi¬ 
sations The man with blackened char¬ 
acter, with low moral*, who bas no re¬ 
gard for the kind of company he keeps, 
whg haa little regard for his word. Is 
not the Individual who In the long run 
will prosper In any buslnees enterprise. 
We cannot separat*? morality from busi¬ 
ness The man who tries to do this will 

f fo down In failure The man who puts 
nto hla business high moral principles 
and practices tn doing »o will refit 
credit upon our entire people

To-day's session of the National Ne- 


Augusta. Oa.. Aug. 18.—Richard D. 
Watson, 24 years old, cashier of the 
Central of Georgia railroad, was shot 
and seriously jvounded In his office 
here to-day by Miss Elvira Todd, aged 
22 years. Six shots were fired at 
Watson from a thlrty-two-callber re¬ 
volver, three of which entered the body, 
one just above the heart. 

The shooting caused considerable ex¬ 
citement and the police were compelled 
to break dow r n the door to capture the 
young woman. Watson was taken to 
the city hospital, where It was said his 
death was a matter of but a few hours. 

In her statement to the police Miss 
Todd accused Watson of causing her 
downfall and declared he was on the 
point of deserting her. Watson Is said 
to be engaged to a young woman in thl* 
city. 

The young woman said that Watson 
held out a ray of hope for her until a 
few days ago, when he "threw her 
over" In a statement given out to¬ 
night, she says that she loved “Dick" 
and could not see him marry another 
woman 

After firing two' shots from outside 
the building, through a window, the 
woman rushed into Watson's office. 8eo. 
Ing that he was cornered, and having 
no way to protect himself. Watson at¬ 
tempted to get Inside of a largo Iron 
safe. At this moment, the croxed 
woman again began firing. The firs: 
shot went wild; the second penetrated 
hls collar and grazed the Adam’s ap¬ 
ple, and the next shot broke his right 
leg and from this wound Watson fell 
to the floor He begged for hls life, 
but. standing directly over hls pros¬ 
trated form, ahe fired the last cartridge 
In the pistol, the bullet entering hls 
chest, about an inch above the heart, 
penetrating the left lung and pas.-dnx 
out through the shoulder blade. The 
shooting was done with a 32-caliber pis¬ 
tol. six shots being fired, three taking 
eflfecL 

Miss Todd said to-night: 

"I love the ground Dick walks on 
and I will not leg him marry another 
woman. I hope l have killed him." 

She Is being held without bail.

taking it to the Circuit Court, and 
from there to the Court of Appeals.

TRADE LARGELY INCREASED. 


ADVANCEMENT MADE IN MAN¬

PROGRESS IN ALL LINES. 


Washington. Aug. 18.—During the 
hut twelve years, the period covering 
th* administration of Secretary of Ag¬ 
riculture James Wilson, the agricultu¬ 
ral balance of trade in the United 
8tates Increased from a yearly average 
of 1234.000.000 to $411,000,000 or 75.7 
per cent., according to the department's 
year hook just made public.

In keeping with the progress that has 
baen made along all lines of agricul¬ 
tural activity. At the ssme time, it Is 
stated, many conditions affecting the 
Uvea of the furmer.s of the country have 
advanced in even greater ratio until 
many of the undesirable features of 
farm life have been eliminated.

Service of Department Grows. 


"8o Increasingly disposed has the 
public been to ask and receive the aid 
of the department, and so large have 
l een th»? new fields assigned to It by 
Congress” says Mr. Wilson in a resume 
©i* his w*ork "that the number of em- 
p.oyes has Increased enormously. On 
July 1, 1897, 2,444 persons were em¬ 
ployed and eleven years later. In 1908. 
the number was 10,420. or over four 
t ines as many." 

Among the notable Increases were In 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, from 
777 to 3,152 employes, In the forest ser¬ 
vice from 14 to 3.753, In the bureau of 
chemistry from 20 to 425. and the bu¬ 
reau of plant Industry from 127 to 976. 
Most of the additional workers In these 
bureaus are employed outside of Wash¬ 
ington. there being 2.4S6 within and 7.- 
9:2 outside of this city. 


Increased Production Noted. 


During these twelve years there has 
been a greut diversification and geo¬ 
graphic extension of products, apart 
from the cultivation of new land. Al¬ 
though there has been a decreasing 
production per acre of what was only 
recently virgin soil, there was an in¬ 
creased production per acre of the en¬ 
tire country. The yield per acre of cot¬ 
ton during the ten years ending with 
191)6 was from a mean of 172 pounds 
per acre during the preceding ten years 
to a mean of 191 pounds, or a 11 per 
increase. 


other crops have kept paag with cot¬ 


ton. Within ten year’s thr®^rodurtlon 


of corn per acre In Ohio increased 17.5 
per cent, and In Virginia 18.3 per cent. 
Orts Increased 17.9 per cent. In Indi¬ 
ana. Wheat Increased 16.2 per coni in 
New York and 45.9 per cent. In Ne¬ 
braska. Similar advancement was made 
In the yield per acre of other products 
In some degree this upward movement 
began twenty years ago. but In all 
lines it has been marked during the 
last decade. 


No Fear of Non provision. 


Citing the Increase In population 
b»<ed upon the families of the native 
born, Secretary Wilson declares that 
no one need have fear that the farmers 
of this couniry will ©v**r be unable to 
provide for its population. "They are 
already demonstrating In the cases of 
various crops and of various State*" 
he says, "that they can provide for a 
population Increasing faster than by 
Increase due to excess of birth*, over 
deaths." 


Wages Increased Rapidly. 


From 1S95 to 1906. he says, farm 
w;.ges Increased faster thari did prices. 
In the matter of wage Increase the 
farm laborer has fared better than the 
workingman employed In manufactur¬ 
ing and mechanical Industries 

"The farmer." says the Secretary, "In 
r^*ulls of Information.

New York, Aug. 18.—"By golly, I 
thought I was a goner," said Madden 
Pierson, the missing seaman of the 
wrecked schooner Arlington, when he 
was picked up to-day by the fishing 
schooner Irene and Mary, after having 
drifted without food, drink or sleep for 
twenty-seven hours on a crazy raft of 
lashed spars. 

Then he took a long pull from the 
captain’s flask. swallowed a cup of pip¬ 
ing hot coffee and turned In without 
further comment. Not until he awoke 
from a sound sleep did he complete his 
narrative. 

While Pierson was wrapped up In 
blankets below. Capt. Ericsson, of the 
Irene and Mary, was making something 
of a hero of "Sport." a black, curly- 
haired Spaniel, the schooner's mascot. 
For an hour before the rescue Sport 
hod been sniffing the windward air, 
pawing the rail and yelping excitedly. 

Puzzled by the dog's behavior, the 
captain k*pt a sharp lookout, and when 
he saw what looked like a buoy slipped 
from its moorings, he headed the 
schooner for It Immediately. Soon he 
could make out with the aid of his 
glasses the figure of a man. waving 
his undershirt. It was Pierson. 

Refreshed, fed and In dry clothes. 
Pierson told Ms story. He Is a Swede] 
with a big mustache, and Is 48 years 
old. 

"I had just mode fast a lifeline shot 
out to us by the coastguards." he sa^I. 
"when I was washed overboard by ii 1 
comber. I did not Jump or have time 
to think of It. 

"When I got my head out of the 
smother of foam, I paw a bit of drift¬ 
ing wreckage near me. There were Iron 
bolts on It and loo*e ends of co-dago. 
With these I lashed my.seIf fast, i<»nv. 
ing piny enough so that I could staid 
erect and wave my shirt It was early 
morning, and 1 could see that I was 
rapidly being carried out to sea. 

"All day Tuesday I shouted ai.d 
waved my flag All last night I fought 
off sleep and the numb ng cold. Six¬ 
teen vessel*, one a rev-, nue cutter, 
passed rne. but I could not attract their 
attentlon. and I was often out of sight 
in the trough of the seas. 

"At last I could see by the wav ihc 
Dene and Mary changed her course 
that the lookout had sighted m . I 
have been a sailor for twenty-two 
>>ars. but no schooner ever locked so 
good to me as the Irene and M iry 
beating up to windward." 

Whon the schooner's dory took Pier¬ 
son abroad he was almost too weak to 
stand and too stiff to sit down Hie 
rescue, ten miles off Atlant c High¬ 
lands and about eighteen miles fr m 
the spot on Long Beach.

A Real Injury. 


During this engagement Lieut. Col. 
Thomas Talbot, of the First Corps of 
Cadets, was thrown from his hors*? and 
suffered so severe an Injury to his leg 
that he was removed to the division 
hospital for treatment.

If there was anyone at the festival 
held at the German Protestant Or¬ 
phans' Home, at 2220 Baxter avenue, 
last night who was not enjoying him¬ 
self ho was lost in the throng, and 
was. moreover, exceedingly hard to 
satisfy. The eleventh annual sommer 
nachtfest was a success. The 3.000 or 
more persons who attended it said so. 

Mayor Grlnstead. W. O. Head and 
Owen Tyler were there. Judges Gor¬ 
don. Miller and Kirby and Scott Bul¬ 
litt. John Pflanx and A. M. Dmier, 
and other Democratic candidates were 
present.

MADISON AND LOUISVILLE. 


Prospects Good For Branch Line To 
Tap L and L. At Scotta- 
burg, 2nd. 


Madison. Ind., Aug. 18.—(Special.)— 
After a consultation between the rail¬ 
road committee of the Madison Com 
rnercle! Club and leading citizens with 
Johu £. Greeley, assistant to the pres 
ident of the Indianapolis and Louisville 
Traction Company, and Joseph A. Mc¬ 
Kee, attorney for the road, a petition 
haa been framed for presentation id a 
special meeting of the Jefferson county 
commissioners, which has been called 
for Friday morning at 10 o'clock. Pe 
tltions for Hanover and Republican 
townships will also be presented to tho 
board at the same time, and aa th*.* 
project Is practically unanimously In¬ 
dorsed by our business men. It will 
probably be a go. 

The proposition made to Madison 
township U to construct a standard 
traction road, to be operated tn con¬ 
nection with the Indianapolis and Lou¬ 
isville Traction road, from Madison to 
Scottsburg. The subsidy askld is 1 per 
cent., which will be payable In four 
payments during 1911 and 1912. Tho 
C., M- and W. Company pay the neces. 
sary election expenses. The route has 
not been located except by preliminary 
survey, but It Is certain It will gj 
through North Madison If the subsidy 
is voted and the road built. 

It is the expectation to begin work 
as soon as the aid Is coted, and to 
have the line completed by July next. 

The amount Madison towmshlp will 
be expected to donate Is $51,176.

A complete victory over his opponent. 
A. T. Patrick, of Magoffin county, for 
the Republican nomination for the Cir¬ 
cuit Judgeship of tho Thirty-first dis¬ 
trict. was won by A. L. Ferguson yes¬ 
terday when the Republican State Cen¬ 
tral Commute* met am> decided a con¬ 
test case In his favor.

' In addition to taking definite action 
on a number of subjects Important to 
their trade, delegates to the annual 
meeting of the Retailers' Monumental 
Association of Kentucky elected a full 
staff of officers to manage the affatrs 
of their organisation during the com¬ 
ing year.

Probably one of the most Important 
aubjects at the meeting was reached 
when the delegates began a general 
discussion for the betterment of the re¬ 
tail stone business and the monument 
trade In Kentucky. It wnj» unanimous¬

•tone monuments by the railroads of 
the State and a resolution was passed 
providing that the organization shall 
advocate a lower and more reasonable 
freight tariff.

NEED NOT PAY INCREASED 
SURETY PREMIUMS. 


Troaaury Department of United 
States Sends Out Circulars Deal¬ 
ing With Matter. 


A circular has been Issued b? the 
Treasury Department whereby em¬ 
ployes of the United Stales will not 
have to pay Increased premiums to 
surety companies. The circular fol¬ 
lows; 

Treasury Department. Office of the 
Secrets ry. Washington, August 7, 1909.— 
To Bonded Officers and Employes in and 
under the Treasury Department, and 
other* concerned; The act of Congress 
approved August 5. 1!H>9. provides os fol¬ 
low* Until otherwise provided by law 
no bond shall be arcaded from any surely 
or bonding company for any offioer or em¬ 
ploye of the United States which ahail 
cost more than 35 per cent. In excess of 
the rate of premium charged for a like 
bond during th«‘ calendar year nineteen 
hundred and eight Provided. That here¬ 
after the United States shall not pay any 
part of the premium or other coet of 
furnishing a bond required by law or 
otherwise of any officer or employe of 
the United State*. 

Thnt a Joint commission consisting of 
three Senators, to ha appointed by the 
President of the Semite, and three inem- 
l»ers of the House of Representative*, to 
be appointed by the Speaker of the House 
of RepreaentatIves, shall Inquire Into the 
rates of premium heretofore and now be¬ 
ing charged as well at those proposed to 
be charged by surety or bonding com¬ 
panies for bonds of officers or employes of 
the United States and report to Congress 
by bill or otherwise at Its next session 
what regulation, if any. should bo ex- 
ercUed tinder law or otherwise over the 
same; for the expense* of said commis¬ 
sion, including all necessary expert, 
clerical and other personal services, there 
is appropriated the sum of ten thousand 
dollars, which expenses shall be paid 
upon voucher* approved jointly by the 
chairmen of said commission 

(Urgent deficiency appropriation net 
approved August 5. 1909.) 

To enable the‘Secretary of the Treasury 
to determine what premiums were 
charged on the bond* now in force of of¬ 
ficer* and employes under this deport¬ 
ment during the year 1908. and In previ¬ 
ous years, whether »ueh bonds were given 
to the United States pursuant to law or 
department regulation, or to an officer of 
the United Stales to Insure the faithful 
performance of tint duties of any officer 
or employe under till* department. It is 
hereby directed that every bonded officer 
or employe under this department supply, 
so far a s possible, the Items of Informa¬ 
tion required on the Inclosed card, and 
return the same to thl* office at once. 

It ls the understanding of this depart¬ 
ment that the provisions of the law above 
referred to permitting an increase of not 
more than 35 per cent over the amount 
charged for similar bond* during 1M8 ap¬ 
plies to bonds hereafter to be required 
and accepted, and that said Increase 
should not be charged for the continu¬ 
ance of bond* already In existence, for 
the writing of which surety companies 
have contracted or agreed with principals 
at a lower rate. 

In cases where bond* have been execut¬ 
ed and paid for at the new rates pro¬ 
mulgated by the Surety Association of 
America, effective January 1, 1509. the 
department will permit of the renewal of 
euch bond*, after the expiration of the 
period for which premium ha* nlrca.lv 
been paid, in any case where a principal! 
ts able to procure a lower rale from an 


Elijah Gmwdy. who formerly had 
run out of Jeffersonville and Is weii 
known In that city, as well as In Lou 
Isvillc, has been retired from service 
as a locomotive engineer on the Bui 
tlrooro and Ohio Southwestern rail 
road on account of a physical dlsnbll 
Uy. The beginning of his retirement 
was six years ago. and until a com 
paratlvely recent date he was consld 
ered competent to handle a locomo 
tive that pulled the fastest trains on 
the road. While at work at his home, 
which Is In Washington, Ind., the end 
of a division on the line, repairing 
board walk, he was struck In the eya 
by a nail. 

At first It was not believed the In 
Jury would prove serious, but he lost 
the sight of the eye He continued at 
work, how'ever. until a short time ago, 
when the other ey* began to fall 
through sympathy and on account of 
the strain. This resulted In the road 
retiring him to private life. He Is now 
66 years old. and no man on the road 
has had a more i markable career. He 
began railroading when but 17 years 
old. his first position being that of a 
brakeman. He becamo a fireman and 
In the fall of 1S66 was promoted to 
the position of engineer. In May 
1869. more than forty years ago. he 
was given a passenger train. 

During this period It Is estimated 
that he traveled In the neighborhood of 
3.000.000 miles and was in as many 
wrecks as one man would care about 
being, but was never compelled to lay 
off for one day jn account of Injury 
to himself. It Is believed the wrecks 
he was in co*t the lives of no less than 
fifty persons, but not one of the ac 
cidents w&s due to bis carelessness. 
On one occasion the rails spread while 
he was going sixty miles an hour and 
hlj engine was turned over and the 
coaches piled on top of It. When 
Gofvdy crawled out of his cab unin¬ 
jured the pilot of the locomotive was 
pointed In directly the opposite dlrec 
tlon from which It was going wffien the 
machine left the track. Oowdy has 
taken care of his money and owns two 
or three good farms and several nice 
houses. 

Lethargy Exists. 

Inactivity In Jeffersonville city poli¬ 
tics still continues to such an extent 
that comment Is heard at every hand. 
The city eb'ctlon is now only a few 
weeks off. but not the slightest sign 
ts apparent of any attempt being made 
by cither party to organize and then* 
are few candidates who are positively 
spoken of. James E. Burke, who made 
his announcement a few days ago, ls 
the only candidate officially In the 
field for the Democratic nomination 
for Mayor. Yesterday Walter B. Has- 
san made official anrouncement that he 
would like to be nominated for City 
Clerk by the Democrats. He filled the 
office one term and made a good rec 
ord. These are all of the positive an¬ 
nouncements so far made. 

It Is said Laurant A. Douglas, who 
ls now’ a member of the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Works, would get Into the race for 
the Democratic nomination for Mayor, 
but when he was asked yesterday If 
his attention* were directed that way 
tho only answer he would make was 
that he could not be elected. John F. 
Bpleth,- who waa formerly a member 
of the City Council, ls regarded as a 
candidate for the Democratic nomlna 
tlon for Mayor, but so far ho ha* not 
officially declared. Henry F. Dllger, 
a former City Attorney, loads his 
friends to believe he will Le In the 
fight as a Democrat In due time. 

8ome few weeks ago Alta Williams 
said he would like a trial for the Dem¬ 
ocratic nomination for City Clerk, but 
this ls as far as he has gone. The 
name of Oscar Duffy la heard men 
tloned occasionally In connection with 
the same office. 8o far there Is prac¬ 
tically no talk of Republican candl 
dates and the only name mentioned at 
all ts that of William L. Samuels, pres 
Ident of the Board of Public Works, 
and It Is said he can have the Repub¬ 
lican nomination for Mayor without 
opposition If he want* It. 

The office* to be filled In November 
are Mayor, City Clerk, one Councilman 
from each of the six wards and three 
Councllmen-at-large for the entire city. 
The office of City Treasurer has been 
abolished. There will not be a City 
Controller nor a Board of Public 
Works, as these positions have been 
done away with.
